NATURE 


LOCATION 


Korea Is a peninsular coun- 
try situated in the east heart 
of Asia. Korea shares borders 
with China and Russia in the 
north bounded by the Amnok 
and Tuman Rivers, and is bor- 
dered by seas on the east, 
west and south, 


AREA 


Korea has an area of 
222,209.231 square kilome- 
tres. The territory measures a 
maximum of 1,144.59 km 
from north to south and from 
west to east it extends 645.25 
km. 


TOPOGRAPHY 


The Korean Peninsula was 
formed by earth move- 
ments, erosion and sedimen- 
tation which occured over 
distant geological ages. 
Therefore, it is composed of 
mountains, plains, valleys, 
coasts and plateaus. 

The terrain is predominantly 
mountainous. Mountains 
account for almost 80 percent 
of the whole territory. Its avera- 
ge elevation is 440 m above 
sea level. More than 50 long, 
high mountain ranges and 
mountains over 2,000 m high 
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are ail situated in the north- 
eastern region. The highest 
points are the Paektu Moun- 
tains (2,750 m high). 

Korea, sea-bound on 
three sides, has many rivers 
and streams. It has long 
coastlines. 4,198 islands and 
islets lie along the coastlines, 


The coastlines measure 
18,313.44 km, 
CLIMATE 


Korea has a climate with 
distinct seasonal changes; 
spring, summer, autumn and 
winter. Spring is from March 
to May, summer from June 
to August, autumn from 
September to November 
and winter from December 
to February. 

Korea lies on the temper- 
ate zone. It is not so hot and 
not so cold. The average 
annual temperature ranges 
from 8°C to 12°C with the 
January temperature of 
around §°C to 20°C below 
zero and the August tempera- 
ture of around 23°C to 27°C, 
The average annual precipi- 
tation Is 1,120 mm. The total 
annual sunlight time ranges 
from 2,280 hours to 2,680 
hours. Rainy season is from 
July to August and dry sea- 
son from April to.June. 
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HISTORY 


BIRTH OF HUMAN BEINGS 


The origin of Koreans coincides with 
the early period of human civilization. The 
process of evolution in Korea proves it. 

The climate had been mild about 3-4 
million years ago in the Cenozoic Era 
(with the emergence of human beings 
on earth). It had provided the animals 
and plants favourable conditions for living. After thou- 
sands of years had passed, human beings were originat- 
ed, 

The origination and development of human beings 
can be found with Pyongyang as the centre. The 29 kinds 
of fossilized bones of animals and primitive stone imple- 
ments remained by primitive men were correspondent to 
about one million years ago. They were discovered in 
Hugu-ri, Sangwon County, Pyongyang in Juche 55 (1966). 
The fossilized bones of Palaeolithic man were discovered 
in Ryokpho District, Pyongyang. The fossilized bones of 
Neolithic man and New Stone Age and Bronze Age were 
also discovered in different areas. 

The discoveries show that the Korean Peninsula has 
every claim to be one of the cradles of human society. 
And they prove that the Korean Nation Is a single nation 
with a long pane 3

EARLIEST STATES 


The first ancient state was Kojoson. It was founded about 
5,000 years ago. 

The founder of Korea was Tangun. The archaeologists 
excavated the Mausoleum of Tangun in 1993 and proved 
the bones of Tangun dated to be 5,011 years old. 

Tangun founded Kojoson, the first state 
in the early 30th century BC. He chose 
Pyongyang as the capital. As a deve- 
loped slave-owning kingdom, Kojoson 
had a perfect ruling system. It was pros- 
perous for about 3,000 years and was 
ruined in 108 BC. 

The other ancient kingdoms were 
Puyo, Kuryo and Jinguk. 


FIRST FEUDAL STATE 


The first feudal state was Koguryo established in 277 BC. 

The founder of Koguryo was King Tongmyong. He was 
born in Puyo in 298 BC and ascended the throne at the age 
of 22. He ruled the country for 19 years and was dead at the 
age of 40. 

Jangsu, the 24th king of Koguryo moved the capital to 
Pyongyang by the third time and focussed on the unification 
of the three kingdoms. 

For about 1,000 years Koguryo was a powerful state. 
But it was ruined in 668 because of the struggles for 
power, betrayal of the traitors and foreign invaders. 
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FIRST UNIFIED STATE 


Koryo was the first unified state in the Korean history. 
Wanggon founded Koryo in 918. He moved the capital 
to Kaesong. He ruined Silla in 935 (the early or mid-first 
century BC-935) and Later Paekje in 936 (900-936) and 
annexed them to Koryo. 

Koryo had a developed economy, culture, science 
and technique. Koryo became known far, and later it 
gave the peninsula its name. Koryo existed for 475 
years from 918 to 1392. 


LAST FEUDAL STATE 


The last feudal state was the Ri Dynasty. It was 
established in 1392 by Ri Song Gye and survived till 
1910. 


The Japanese imperialists fabricated “The Ulsa 
Five-Point Treaty” and invaded Korea. Therefore, 
the 2,000 year-long feudal system of Korea came to 
the end. 


KOGURYO MAUSOLEUMS 
WITH MURAL PAINTINGS

BIRTH OF NEW AGE 


Korea was turned a complete colony of Japan in 
1905. 

The March 1 Popular Uprising (Juche 8(1919)) and 
other nationwide movements erupted against the 
Japanese invasion. But the patriotic struggles could 
not lead to victory without the guidance of an out- 
standing leader. 

The birth of the great leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung brought the Korean people the hope of 
restoration. 

The great leader was born in a patriotic, revolu- 
tionary family on April 15, Juche 1(1912). He set out 
on the road of revolution in his teens to save the 
country and nation from distress. 

On April 25, Juche 21(1932), the great leader 
Comrade Kim llSung founded the Anti-Japanese 
People’s Guerrilla (The Korean People’s Revolu- 
tionary Army), the first revolutionary armed force 
of the Korean people. He led the anti-Japanese 
revolutionary struggle to victory for about 20 
years, 

Finally he accomplished the liberation on August 
15, Juche 34 (1945). 

The liberated Koreans entered the new way of 
creation. 

The great leader founded the Workers’ Party of 
Korea in the liberated country and the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea on September 9, Juche 
37 (1948). 


POLITICAL PARTIES 


The Workers’ Party of Korea, the 
Korean Social Democratic Party and 
the Chondoist Chongu Party are the 
political parties. 


WORKERS’ PARTY OF KOREA 
The Workers’ Party of Korea was founded on Octo- 


ber 10, Juche 34(1945) by the great leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung. 

The WPK represents the interests of the Korean peo- 
ple. Its guiding idea is Juche Idea. The WPK inherits the 
revolutionary traditions established in the course of the 
anti-Japanese revolutionary struggle organized and 
waged by the great leader. 

Those who devote themselves to the leader, party, 
country and people can be its members. 


KIMILSUNGIA 
The great leader Comrade Kim Il Sung visited the Bogor Botanical 
Gardens, Indonesia accompanied by the 
then Indonesian President. He highly 
appreciated the beauty of a rare flower. 

The Indonesian President decided to 
name the flower Kimilsungia, reflecting 
the ardent desire of the world people. 

The botanist and his sons studied 
the method of cultivation for the follow- 
ing 10 years against the difficulties. 
They presented the flower to the great 
leader Comrade Kim Il Sung on April 
15, Juche 64(1975). 

The rosy violet-coloured flower has 
three petals with three calyxes. The 
diametre of a flower ranges from 7 cm to 
8 cm. Flowers are in full bloom for two or 
three months or more than 100 days. 


KOREAN SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY 


It was founded on November 3, Juche 34(1945). 

Its basic task is to achieve the 
independent, peaceful reunifica- 
tion of the country and to imple- 
ment the foreign policy of inde- 
pendence, peace and friendship 


CHONDOIST CHONGU PARTY 


It was founded on February 8, 


Juche 35( 1946) of Chondoist peasants. 

Its aim is to oppose the imperialist aggression and 
surbordination by displaying the patriotic idea and 
independent spirit and to play a part for building a 
prosperous democratic country.

JUCHE ERA 


It was set up from 
1912, the first year of 
Juche Era when the 
great leader Comrade 
Kim ll Sung. the sun of 
Juche, was born. It 
was enacted on the 
occasion of the third 
anniversary of his 
death. It reflects the 
unanimous desire of 


the Koreans who wish 
to enrich his revolu- 
tionary life and immor- 
tal exploits and intend 
to inherit and accom- 
plish his revolutionary 
cause following the 


leadership of the great 
leader Comrade 
Kim Jong Il. 
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SPOKEN AND WRITTEN LANGUAGE 


Koreans use the only spoken and written lan- 
guage. 

From the 15th century Koreans have used this lan- 
guage. At that time the Korean Script was set down 
by the name of Hunminjongum with 28 letters of 17 


consonants and 1] vowels. 


The present script has 40 letters with 19 conso- 


nants and 21 vowels. 


The Korean language is easy to learn. It has dis- 
tinct modulation and beautiful sounds. It affords a 
wide choice of words and scope of elegant expres- 


SiOns. 


NAMES 


A full name has one-letter surname and two-letter 
second name. But it seldom has one-letter surname 
with one-letter second name and two-letter sur- 
name with two-letter second name or one-letter 


second name. 


The common Korean surnames are Kim, Ri, Pak. 


Jong. Yun, Choe, Ryu. Hong. Sin, Jon, Jo, Han, etc . 
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EDUCATION 


The universal 11-year compulsory, free education 
is in force in Korea, It includes one-year preschool 
education, four-year primary education and six- 
year secondary education from age 5 to age 16. 


University and college students have got scholar- 


ships from September Juche 36 


Koreans benefit from free medical service. 


From Juche 36(1947) the state provided workers 
and office workers including their families with free 
medicare by the Social Insurance Law. The Universal 
Free Medical Care came into force on January 1, 
Juche 42(1953). 


From Juche 49(1960) the universal free medicare 
was in complete effect. All kinds of medical service 
are free; medicines, medical examinations, check- 
ups, operations, hospital accommodation, dental 
prothesis, surgical appliances and travel fares to 


and from sanitaria. 
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FOOD 


The staple food is boiled cereals. 
Boiled cereals include boiled rice, 
boiled rice mixed with other cereals 
and gruel. 

Soysauce and bean paste are very 
important. They can be side dishes 
and the main materials for the side 
dishes. 

Kimchi and soup is the main sub- 


sidiary food. Kimchi is one of the specific food. 
Koreans eat kimchi everyday. Late in autumn Kore- 
ans prepare kimchi for an important side dish for 
winter. Soup is served for breakfast and supper. 

Special meals include rice cake, noodles, barbe- 
cue, roasts and thang(broth). Varieties of rice cake 
and tasty noodles including Pyongyang Cold Noo- 
dies, boiled glutinous rice, boiled millet, yakbap 
and ogokbap are the staple food specially pre- 
pared. 

When meals are being served, laughs and big 
sounds are regarded as impolite behaviours. 

Koreans give a warm reception to the guests, 


DRESSES 


Koreans wear neat clothes. 

National costume of women is 
gorgeous and_= graceful. This 
includes jogori, vest, trousers, skirt 
and coat. Women enjoy to wear 
national costume. But usually 
many women wear Western-style 
clothes. 

¢ In the old days men wore 

trousers, jogori , vest, magoja (a short garment) 
and turumagi (a long light overcoat). But nowa- 
days men usually wear suits with neckties or jac- 
kets. 


HOUSES 


Koreans live in various forms of houses. Koreans 
have a peculiar custom in building and arranging 
houses, 

The traditional Korean houses were one-storied. 
The styles were various as well as roofs but they 
catered to the tastes and demands of the diligent, 
talented Koreans. 

House structures are different by 
regions. But all houses have ondol 
(under-floor heating system). 


Cities are full of high-rises. Two or

three-storey houses (or one-storey houses) are po- 
pular in the rural areas. 


Usually Koreans put off shoes before entering 
the houses and close doors slightly. They offer 
warm seats to the parents or to the seniors. They 
enter the other house ofter response from inside 
and sit on the offered seats and say their pur- 


poses.

Pyongyang Is the capital of 
the DPRK, It is the centre of 
politics, economy, culture and 
tourism. 

It is situated in the south- 
west of central Korea. It 
adjoins Nampho, Phyongsong 
and Hwangju, 

Pyongyang has 18 adminis- 
trative districts and four coun- 


ties with a population of 2 mil- 
lion. 

Rows of mountains and low 
hills extend like a_ folding 
screen, The clear water of 
Taedong River meanders the 
capital. 

The capital with over two 
million people prides itself on 
some thousand years of histo- 


ty. The name Pyongyang is of 
an ancient origin. The city 
appeared as flat at the view- 
er's eye level-hence the 
name Pyongyang. meaning 
a “flat land" or a “cosy 
place” 

Pyongyang has had fertile 
lands and has benefited from 
the rivers for transports. 

As it wos written in “The 
Period of Three Kingdoms” 
and “The History of Koryo 
Dynasties”.  Tangun, the 
founder of Korea established 
Kojoson(ancient Korea) about 
5,000 years ago. And he set 
Pyongyang as the capital. 

Pyongyang has distinct four 
seasons revealing picturesque 
scenes, 

The average annual tem- 
perature is 9.5°C. The average 
January temperature is 7.0°C 
below zero and that of August 
24.1°C. The average annual 


precipitation is 1,000.4 mm. 
The height above the sea is 84 
m. 

In the Fatherland Liberation 
War (June 25, 1950-July 27, 
1953) Pyongyang was com- 
pletely destroyed by the US 
bombs. But Pyongyang put on 
a new looks ofter the war for 
40 years. 

Today it has more than 200 
parks and pleasure grounds. It 
is o mixture of traditional and 
modern buildings. Lots of his- 
torical remains from the primi- 
tive, ancient ages to the mid- 
die ages are preserved 

Pyongyang has been 
called Ryugyong or Ryuyong 
meaning a splendid place full 
of willows and flowers, thus it 
gave the name of “a city ina 
park”. It has 58 square metres 
of a green belt per citizen. It 
becomes the cradie of flowers 
and birds.

MONUMENTS 


It is a grand monument 
showing the immortal re- 
volutionary history of 
struggle of the Korean 
people carried out under 
the leadership of the 
great leader Comrade 
Kim llSung, the peerless 
great man. 

It is situated on the 
Mansu Hill in the city cen- 
tre. 

It was erected in April 
Juche 61 (1972) on the 
occasion of the 60th 
birthday of the great 
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Comrade 


leader 
Kim Il Sung. 

The bronze statue of 
the great leader is in the 
centre. Two memorials 
and a grand mosaic 
mural are on the hill. 

It covers an area of 
240,000 square metres. 
The memorials are each 
22.8 m high, composed 
of 228 figures (119 fi- 
gures on the right 
memorial and 109 fig- 
ures on the-leftt memori- 
al). The figures are 5 m 
high. The mosaic mural 
is in the front wall of the 
Korean Revolution 
Museum. It depicts the 
Paektu, sacred moun- 
tains of revolution, form- 
ing the background to 
the statue. 


TOWER OF JUCHE IDEA 


The tower was erected 
on the occasion of the 


70th birthday of the great 
leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung. 


It symbolizes the immor- 
tal Juche Idea founded 
by him. It rises on the 
riverside of Taedong 
across Kim ll Sung Square 
in the city centre. It con- 
sists of the tower, the trio 
group sculpture, six sub- 
sidiary group sculptures, 
two pavilions and two 
huge fountains. 

The tower is 170 m high 
(including the 20m-high 


torch). In front of the 
tower the trio group of a 
worker, peasant and 
intellectual stands hold- 
ing high the emblem of 
the Workers’ Party of 
Korea. It is flanked with 
sculptured groups. They 
depict the “Juche Indus- 
try”, “Bumper Harvest", 
“Land of Learning”. 
“Land of Longevity’, 
“Juche Art” and “Impreg- 
nable Fortress”. The two 
grand fountains were set 
up in the middle of River 
Taedong, They are 150 m 
high. The top of tower 
body(150 m high) which 
is served by a lift, affords 
a panorama of the capi- 
tal.

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ARCH OF TRIUMPH 


The Arch of Triumph is 
a monument to the 
home return of the great 
leader Comrade 
Kim ll Sung who liberated 
Korea from the Japanese 
colonism. 

It is on the crossroads 
of Kim Il Sung Stadium at 
the foot of Moran Hill. 

It was erected in April 
Juche 71 (1982).on the 
occasion of his 70th 
birthday of the great 
leader. 

Composed of 10,500 
blocks of granite, it is 60 
m in height and 52.5 m in 
width.

REVOLUTIONARY MARTYRS’ 
CEMETERY 


It is a cemetery with 
the busts of many revolu- 
tionaries. The busts with 
a large flag cut in red 
granite in the back- 
ground rise high on the 
top of Jujak Peak of the 
Taesong Mountains. A 
panoramic view of 
Pyongyang is over- 
looked. 

The cemetery was 


enlarged in Juche 
74(1985). It is composed 
of a red granite flag. 
busts, a hero medal- 
carved pedestal for plac- 
ing floral tributes and four 
subsidiary group sculp- 
tures. It occupies an area 
of 30 hectares. It is 1,400 
m in height. The granite 
flag is 11 m in height and 
22 m in length. The hero 
medal is 4.3 m long and 
2.5 m wide. The number 
of granite stairs is up to 
350 from the gate to the 
memorial pillars. 


SUN'S DAY 


The great leader 
Comrade Kim Il Sung 
was born on April 15, 
Juche 1 (1912). The 
day is called the Sun’s 

Day. It was enacted 


on the occasion of the 
third anniversary of his 
death to enrich his re- 
volutionary life and 
immortal exploits. 


eChollima Statue 


CHOLLIMA STATUE 


The Chollima Statue sym- 
bolizes the heroic mettle and 
indomitable spirit of our peo- 
ple who made ceaseless 
innovations for postwar reha- 
bilitation in the spirit of Cholli- 
ma, the legendary horse to 
run a thousand ri a day. 

It rises on the Mansu Hill. 

It was erected on April 15. 
Juche §0(1961) on the 
occasion of the 49th birth- 


day of the great leader 
Comrade KimiliSung. The 
32m-high pedestal was 
made up of over 2,500 
pieces of granite with 360 
kinds in different size 

On the pedestal a run- 
ning horse with wings is 
depicted. The figure of a 
worker and woman pea- 
sant are on the horseback. 
The statue is 40 m high with 
the horse 14 m high and 16 
m long. 


MONUMENT TO VICTORIOUS 
FATHERLAND LIBERATION WAR 


It is @ monument to the 


Korean People’s Army and 
Korean people who defeat- 
ed the US imperialists and its 
allies in the Fatherland Li- 
beration War. 

It was erected on July 27, 
Juche 82(1993) on the occa- 
sion of the 40th anniversary 
of war victory. It is composed 
of a goate, the “Victory” 
Tower, ten group sculptures, 
a monument to the auto- 
graph of the great leader, 
monument to the dedicated 
poem and the greens. 


MONUMENT TO 
PARTY FOUNDATION 


It was erected to convey 
down the glorious history of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea 
composed of workers, farm- 
ers and intellectuals. 


Built on the occasion of 
the 50th birthday of the WPK 


| 


on October 9, Juche 
84(1995), it is situated in the 
heart of Munsu Street oppo- 
site the Taedong River. 


It occupies an area of 25 
hectares. The tower body 
depicts a hammer, sickle 
and brush held by a worker, 
farmer and intellectual with 
the height of 50 m. 


Carved in relief on the 
round granite belt is a slo- 
gan “Long Live the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea, the 
Organizer and Guide of the 
Victory of the Korean Peo- 
ple!". The belt shows the 
single-hearted unity of the 
leader, party and people 
The pedestal means the 
long history of the party 
grown up from the root of 
Down-With-Imperialism 
Union. The diametre of the 
belt is 50 m and that of 
pedestal 70 m.

TAEDONG GATE 


The Taedong Gate Is on 
the shore of Taedong River 
funning through the heart of 
capital. 

It was built in the mid-6th 
century. It was the eastem 
gate of the inner fort of the 
Walled City of Pyongyang. 
Two plaques with different 
letters are on the upper part 
of the gate. The upper one 
has an inscription of “Upho- 
tu", meaning a pavilion fa- 


cing a Clear stream. And the 
lower one has an inscription 
of “Taedong Gate*. The 
gate is 19 m high. 


PYONGYANG BELL 


It is in the bell house 
beside the Taedong Gate. 

This bell was cast in 1726. 
It was used to inform the 
emergency and time until 
the 1890s. 

The bell is 3.1 m high, 1.6 
m wide and 13.513 tons in 
weight. 


BEAN PASTE 


It is one of the tradi- 
tional Korean food 
used by Koreans for 
thousands of years. 
Koreans have made 
bean paste in their 
families. Today if is 
industrially made. 

It is one of the sub- 
sidiary food as well as 
bean paste mixed with 
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red pepper or 
soysauce with vinegar. 

Bean paste adds 
specific flavour to the 
other dishes. If has 
higher callorific value. 
Everyday Koreans eat 
30 g to 50 g of bean 
paste which contains 
of over 60 kinds of 
nutrients, 


RYONGWANG PAVILION 

It is one of the eight 
scenes of west Korea. It 
stands near the Taedong 
Gate and Pyongyang Bell. 

It was first built in the 
Koguryo Dynasty and was 
named the Sansu Pavilion. 
And it was rebuilt in the Ri 
Dynasty and was renamed 
the Ryongwang Pavilion 
meaning a pavilion polished 
by sunlight and winds. 

It is told that Kim Hwang 
Won, a Koryo’s famous poet 
cried regretting his talent 
because he could not 
express the unique beauty 
of Pyongyang. It is also asso- 
ciated with a legend that 
Kye Wol Hyang, a patriotic 
kisaeng killed a Japanese 
general to defend the 
Walled City of Pyongyang in 
the period of Imjin Patriotic 
War(1592-1598). 


SUNGNYONG AND 
SUNGIN TEMPLES

The Sungnyong Tempie 
was built in 1429 to hold 
memorial services for Tangun, 
the founder of Kojoson and 
King Tongmyong, the founder 
of Koguryo. It was first called 
the Tangun Temple but from 
1725 it was called Sungnyong 
meaning to hold memorial 
services for both Tangun and 
Tongmyong. 

The Sungin Temple, one 
of the oldest buildings in 
Pyongyang, was built in 1325 
in the fall of Koryo Dynasties.

The Pothong Gate is on 


the bank of River Pothong 
Pothong Coed .

It was the west 
gate of the Walled City of 
Pyongyang. When 
Koguryo built the wall in 
the mid-6th century, it was 
rebuilt several times. It was 
destroyed in the last 
Fatherland Liberation War. 
The present gate was 
rebuilt with constructing of 
the Chollima Street. In 
order to match the new 
street. the original site was 


moved 55 m to southeast. 


FORT ON TAESONG 
MOUNTAINS 


It is located in Taesong- 
dong. Taesong _ District, 
Pyongyang. Koguryo 
moved its capital to 
Pyongyang in 427. From 
the mid-3rd century 
Koguryo built the fort link- 
ing several peaks. The Fort 
on the Taesong Mountains 
is the biggest one of the 
Koryo’s forts. 

It measures 7,076 m 
found. The total length of 
the wall is 9.284 m and the 
height 4-5 m. 

The fort had 20 gates. 
But the Nam Gate(south 
gate) was remained and 
rennovated.

NAM GATE OF 
TAESONG MOUNTAINS 


It is the gate in the heart 
of Taesongsan Funfair. 

It was first built with the 
fort before Koguryo moved 
its capital to Pyongyang. It 
was rennovated in 
September Juche 67(1978) 
without using timber. 
Though it was built with 
cement, it resembles an 
old wooden building with- 
out nails.

KWANGBOP TEMPLE 


The Kwangbop Temple 
is situated at the foot of 
Taesong Mountains 13 km 
north of the city centre. 

It was built in 392 in the 
Koguryo Dynasty. It was 
destroyed in the war and 
was restored in Juche 79 
(1990). 

The Taeung Hall has a 
double hip-saddie roof 
which is a rare style of 
Korean Buddhist temples. 

Around the Taeung Hall 
stand the Chonwang 
Gate, Haethal Gate. east 
and west monasteries. To 
the right of the Haethal 
Gate stands a stone pillar 
for flying a Buddhist banner 
and a little further to the 
left is a stone monument to 
the history of the temple. 


SINDOK MINERAL WATER

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MAUSOLEUM OF TANGUN 
As the mausoleum of the 
founder of Kojoson, it is 


located in Munhung-r, 
Kangdong County 38 km 
northeast of the city centre. 

The present mausoleum 
was completed in October 
Juche 83 (1994). 

It comprises 1994 blocks 
of granite with nine tiers and 
covers an area of 45 


hectares. The Monument to 
the Rennovated Mausoleum 
of Tangun and Monument 
to the Record of Tangun 
present a magnificent view. 
The gateway columns are 
the smoothed ancient-style 
menhirs. 

The stairs are 40 m wide. 
Along the stairs stand the 
eight stone stautes of Tan- 
gun's close ministers and his 
four sons, The statues stand 
according to their ranks. 

The pyramid-style mau- 
soleum is 50 m each in 
height and in width ond 
length on the bottom. The 
top is square. A passage is in 
the back. One side of the 
burial chamber is 5.7 m long 
and 4.8 m high in order that 


ten persons can see. The 
remains of Tangun and his 
wife are preserved in the 
chamber. 

The four Korean tiger 
stone statues and four dag- 
ger towers stand on the four 
comers of the mausoleum. 
Dagger was the symbolic 
weapon of Kojoson. 


MAUSOLEUM OF 


KING TONGMYONG 

This is seated in Ryongsan- 
ri, Ryokpho District 25 km 
east of the city centre. 

The mausoleum was built 
in the early 5th century and 
was moved here when 
Koguryo transferred its capi- 
tal to Pyongyang. 


On May 14, Juche 
82(1993), it was rennovated 
on the occasion of the 
2.29\st birthday of Ko Ju 
Mong (the original name of 
King Tongmyong).

On the left of 
the barrage is a_ high, 
cone-shaped mountain 
called Ponghwa. 


Lying at the foot of Mf. 
Ponghwa, Ponghwa-ri is a 
historic site where Mr Kim 
Hyong Jik conducted the 
revolutionary activities 
from the spring of Juche 
5(1916) to the autumn of 
Juche 6(1917). Preserved 
here is the Myongsin 
School where he taught 
the students by day and 
enlightened the villagers 
by night.

KIM IL SUNG UNIVERSITY 


Kim ll Sung University is situ- 
ated on the Mt. Ryongnam 7 
km northeast of the city centre. 

It is the first university initi- 
ated and completed in 
October Juche 35(1946) 
under the leadership of the 
great leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung. 

The university is associated 
with the achievements of 
Comrade KimJong!l who 
spent his university period in 
the political economy course 
of the economy faculty. 

Kim liSung University Re- 
volution Museum was set up 
mainly with the materials of 
the revolutionary activities of 
the great leader Comrade 
Kim Jong ll in his university 
period. 

The university campus 
covers an area of 40 
hectares. It comprises the 
buildings Nos. 1 ond 2, a 
library. indoor stadium. 


research institutes, a printing 
house, factories for practice, 
hostels, a hospital and other 
service facilities. 

At first it had seven facul- 
ties with 24 courses, 1,500 
students and 60 lecturers. 

Today it has 14 faculties, 65 
courses, 9 research institutes, 
469 classes, 12,000 students, 
200 chairs and research 
rooms, 2,300 lecturers and 
researchers including famous 
professors and doctors. 

The library is stocked with 
two million books and the 
accommodation capacity Is 
more than 1,000 students, The 
indoor stadium covers a total 
floor space of 1.6 hectares 
with the seating capacity of 
2,000. It has over 120 training 
rooms and office rooms. 


PEOPLE'S PALACE 
OF CULTURE 


It is situated in the Cholli- 
ma Street on the bank of 
RNver Pothong 2 km of the 
heart of the city. The build- 
ing gives dignity with a tra- 
ditional charm. It is used 
for cultural education and 
for international confer- 
ences. 

It was completed in Jan- 
uary Juche 63(1974). It has a 
total floor space of 6 
hectares. It is 42.5 m high. 
240 m long and 135 m wide. 

The palace has five con- 
ference rooms including a 
large meeting hall with 3,000 
seats, four banquet halls, 
two rooms for talks, two 
rooms for signing cere-

GRAND PEOPLE'S 
STUDY HOUSE 
It is a traditional building 
situated on the Mt. Nam 


behind Kim liSung Square. 
The name has its roots 
meaning a big library for the 
entire people. 

It was opened in April 
Juche 71(1982). It was com- 
pleted for a year and nine 
months. 

lt occupies a total floor 
space of ten hectares. The 
ten-storey house is 63.56 m 
high, 150.8 m wide and 
190.4 m long. 

It consists of 15 reading

rooms and 14 lecture rooms 
accommodating 10,000 per- 
sons a day. It is stocked with 
30 million books. 

The house has 34 hip-sad- 
dle roofs, which capped with 
750,000 green tiles, rise one 
above another like unfolded 
wings of cranes.

The Paektu Mountains 
are the sacred mountains 
of: revolution with the his- 
torical relics of fhe great 


leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung and the great 
leader Comrade 


Kim Jong Il, the ancestral 
mountains worshipped by 
the Korean people from 
time immemorial, And 
they are the most famous 


among the five celebrat- 
ed mountains of Korea. 


The mountains with the 
height of 2.750 m stand in 
the northwest of Samjiyon 
County, Ryanggang Pro- 
vince which shares a bor- 
der with China. 


From a long time ago, 
they have been called 
Paektu since they have 


Paektu Mountains 


Paektu Mountains 


had a long range of 
mountain ridges and rise 
in grandeur capped with 
white snow and covered 
with pumice on the top. It 
is said that once 180 vol- 
canoes burst into eruption 
around the mountains 
and continued to occur 
until the 1700s. This result- 
ed in the formation of 
Lake Chon, the formation 
of which is attributable to 
the gathering of water in 
the crater on the top. 
Numerous peaks which 
consist of the outer rims of 
crater are the highest 
Janggun Peak and other 
peaks like the Hyangdo, 
Haepal, Ssangmujigae, 
Tangyol, etc. 


The mountains have a 


cold continental climate. 
Iregular special winds 
blow and the weather is 
very changeable. Spring 
begins at the end of May 
on the top and the tem- 
perature of the moun- 
tains is less than 20°C 
even in summer. Winter 
continues to last 8 
months. The average 
annual precipitation is 
about 1,500 mm. They 
are the region with the 
heaviest snowfalls in 
Korea and have the 
longest period of snow 
coverage. Snow covers 
1.5m to2m. 


The Paektu Mountains 
present magnificent 
views harmonizing with 
the spectacular mountain 


features seemingly 
skyscraping with ten thou- 
sand forms of sharp cliffs 
by repeated rain and 
wind, the grand Lake 
Chon and boundless land 
and forests. 


The distance is record- 
ed 385 km from Pyong- 
yang. They are accessi- 
ble by plone or by train. 
Airplane is more appreci- 
ated. Travel by train 
takes up to 20 hours, but 
1 hour is enough by air. 


The Paektu Mountains 
tour starts at the Pegae- 
bong Hotel lying in a fo- 
rest 2 km west of the 
county seat. 


The main routes are an 
ascending route to the 


Lake Chon (Pegaebong 
Hotel-Paektusan Secret 
Camps-Paektu_ Falls-Lake 
Chon-Mudu_ Peak-Sinmu- 
song) and a descending 
route(Lake §Chon-Mudu 
Peak-Sinmusong-Lake 
Samji-seat of Samijiyon- 
Pegaebong Hotel). The 
other route is Lake Samji- 
Rimyongsu(23km)-Lake 
Samji-seat of Taehong- 
dan(74 km). In case of 
starting at Hyesan, the

The ascending routes 
are from the seat of 
Samjiyon to the Paektu- 
san Secret Camps or from 
the Lake Samji to the 
Mudu Peak.

The water surface is 
2,257 m high above sea 
level. The Lake Chon 
occupies the rate of 40.6 
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percent in the total width 
of crater of the Paektu 
Mountains. Its circumfer- 
ence measures 14.4 km 
round while the maximum 
length records 4.64 km, 
maximum width 3.55 km, 
average width 1.97 km, 
area 9.16 sq km, volume 
of water 1.955 billion 
cubic metres, average 
depth 213.3 m and maxi- 
mum depth 384 m. 


The shore has many 
high and low peaks, 
rocky cliffs, several small 
basins and gentle slopes 
linked with the cliffs. 


The lake is covered 
with ice from mid-Octo- 
ber to mid-June next 
year. A spa is at the nor- 
thern shore of lake. 126 


species of plants of 35 
families, various small ani- 
mals and insects live in 
the shore. Famous rhodo- 
dendron blooms even in 
snow and the varieties of 
rare flowers enrich the 
flora of the mountains. 
And a legend has it that 
99 fairies took baths and 
flied to heaven. An aerial 
cableway offers a variety 
of natural sights of the 
Lake Chon. 


PAEKTU BRIDGE 


A small bridge is seen 
after 2 km run down from 
the Lake Chon by cable- 
way. This Paektu Bridge is 
passed by Lake Chon visi- 
tors.

MUDU PEAK 


The Mudu Peak rises 
1,930 m high 8 km down 
from the Paektu Bridge. 
As a parasitic volcano of 
the Paektu Voicanoes, its 
top is. covered with 
pumice stones. 

Five lodgings were set 
up on the peak, The lod- 
gings offer dining rooms, 
a shop and bathrooms 
catering to the 100 
explorers. 


LAKE SAMJI 


The Lake Samji is an 
alpine lake situated 6 km 
northeast of the Pegae- 
bong Hotel via the county 
seat. Seven pools are in 
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the lake, but no water 
flows in and out. Among 
them three pools lie side 
by side. Water stays always 
in the three pools. Hence 
the name Lake Samii. It 
covers an area of 0.46 
square kilometres and cir- 
cumference 4.5 km. It 
measures 3 m deep. 

The lodgings of workers, 
students and children and 
a hall were set up in speci- 
fic styles, Also at the shore 
is the Samjiyon Grand 
Monument. 


SAMJIYON GRAND MONUMENT 


The statue of the great 
leader Comrade Kim II Sung 
stands on the centre. The 


torch tower and Revolution- 
ary Monument stand on one 
side of the statue. They are 
250 m wide. 

A sculptural group 
“Trumpeter of Advance” 
stands on the other side. 
And the 80 groups of sculp- 
tures stand in front against 
the Paektu Mountains and 
Lake Samji including the 
groups titled “Motherland”, 
“Reverence”, “Advance”, 
“Camping” and “Water of 
Motherland”. 

The statue of the great 
leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung is 15 m high and 
pedestal 4.5 m high. The 
torch tower is 50 m 


high(the body: 39 m high.

This road is running 
straight 100 m away from 
the Lake Samji on the way 
to the Lake Chon.

The battle site 55 km 
from the Pegaebong Hotel 
is in the intermediary areas 
of the Lake Samji and 
county seat. It is a place 
where the great leader 
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organized the historic Tae- 
hongdan Battle and 
achieved the brilliant vic- 
tory on May 23, Juche 28 
(1939), 

The Taehong Plain gets 
its name from the azaleas 
and maples which make 
the plain very scenic. The 
plain has an endless field 
at the height of more 
than 1,000 m. The Monu- 
ment to the Victorious 
Battle in the Musan Area 
stands here. 


MONUMENT TO VICTORIOUS 
BATTLE IN MUSAN AREA 


The monument is 35 m 
high. Relieved on the 
eastern wall is a group of 


sculptures with the statue 
of the great leader in the 
van, the guerrillas and 
people who aided them. 
And the western wall 
bears the inscriptions of 
the routes, achievements 
and significance of the 
battle in the Musan Area.

PAEKTUSAN BLUEBERRY WINE 


It is a prestigious 
wine made from blue- 


berry, a speciality of 
the Paektu Moutains. 
Blueberries grow in the 
Samjiyon County. 
Every year several 
thousand tons are 
gathered. Containing 
63 percent of sugar 
and 1.8 percent of 
acidity, the wine is 
exhilarating with beau- 
tiful colour. 


RIMYONGSU FALLS 


The Rimyongsu Falls 
flows out from the 
crevices of basalt cliffs, 
not from the mountain 
top. So it affords a pecu- 
liar view. The average 
height of the falls is 6 m 
and average width 4 m. 
The falls has five streams 
and the volume of water 
from the largest stream 
amounts to be 0.8 cubic 
metres per second. 


SPECIALITIES OF

The Monument to 
the Victorious Pochonbo 
Battle stands on the hill of 
Kwaegung Pavilion. It 
was set up to convey 
down the achievements 
of the great leader 
Comrade Kim Il Sung 
through generations.

POCHONBO 


Pochonbo is a moun- 
tainous city located 21 km 
of Hyesan along the road 
to the Paektu Mountains. 
It is the historic place 
where the great leader 
led the main force of the 
KPRA and organized the 
Pochonbo Battle to kindle 
the torchlight of the 
national liberation on 
June 4, Juche 26(1937). 

Preserved here are the 
commanding site where 
the great leader shot for 
the attack, police substa- 
tion, administration office 
in the Pochonbo-myon,

fire office and other old 
buildings and sites. 

The statue of the great 
leader was erected on 
the place where he deli- 
vered a speech. The 
Pochonbo Revolution 
Museum and Revolution- 
ary Monument were also 
set up.

REVIEW 


Kaesong was the capi- 
tal of Koryo, the first uni- 
fied state on the Korean 
Peninsula. It is a city near 
the Demarcation Line 
bisecting the territory and 
nation by outside forces 
and it is the home of 
Koryo insam(ginseng). 

Kaesong was declared 
to be a city directly under 
the central authority from 
Juche 44(1955). It has 
one city and three coun- 
ties, 


The average annual 
temperature is 10.3 °C 
and average annual pre- 
cipitation 1,300 mm-1,400 
mm. 

Kaesong is accessible 
by train or by car after 
160 km run southward 
along the Pyongyang- 
Kaesong Highway. The 
highway forks two ways 
come and go. The 
smooth roadbed ensures 
the trip relaxing. The

ATTRACTIONS 


MT.JANAM 


It rises on the city cen- 
tre. On the mountain top 
the Mt. Songak and city 
are viewed. The moun- 
tain appears as a son of 
the Mt. Songak-hence 
the name Janam. It is 104 
m high and circumfer- 
ence about 6 km. 

A bronze statue of the 
great leader Comrade 
Kim ll Sung stands on the 
top. As a viewpoint, the 
Mt. Janam has the Kwan- 
dok Pavilion, Sungyang 
Lecture Hall and Sonjuk 
Bridge at its foot.

KAESONG NAM GATE AND BELL 
OF YONBOK TEMPLE 


The Kaesong Nam Gate 
was built in 1393 as the 
south gate for the inner 
part of Kaesong 
Castle(built between 1009- 
1029) in the Koryo Dynasty. 

The Bell of Yonbok Tem- 
ple is in the terrace of the 
gate. It was cast in 1346 
and hung in the Yonbok 
Temple of the Kumgang 
Mountains before being 
removed in 1563. The bell is 
known to be one of the 
three famous bells made 
by our ancestors. The

mouth diametre is 1.9 m, its 
height 3.3 m, its thickness 
23 cm and its weight 14 
tons. 


SONJUK BRIDGE AND 
OTHER RELICS 


The Sonjuk Bridge is a 
small, less-observed bridge 
being situated at the south 
foot of Mt. Janam, 

The stone bridge has 
enjoyed the attention 
through generations, 
because it is the place 
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where Jong Mong Ju, the 
loyal retainer of the last 
Koryo Dynasty was mur- 
dered by Ri Song Gye. This 
became a historical bridge 


which hastened the 
replacement of the Koryo 
Dynasty by the Ri Dynasty. 
At first it was called Sonji 
but it was renamed as Son- 
juk after his death remem- 
bering his “loyalty”. The red 
marks on the bridge seem

to be his blood. 

The bridge is 6.67 m long 
and 2.54 m wide. 

Near the bridge are the 
Songin Monument, Kuksa 
Monument, Hama Monu- 


ment and  Phyochung

1641 in commendation of 
Jong Mong Ju for his “loy- 
alty” and Kuksa Monument 
was erected in memory of 


PANSANGGI 


Pansanggi is a set 
of dishes for a table. 
An odd number of 
dishes ranging from 5 
to 11 are usually 


served (except rice and soup), Pansanggi of 
Kaesong is famous. The brasswares with dishes 
stimulates the appetite. 
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the horse driver who died 
together with Jong Mong 
Ju. The Hama Monument 
was erected to Jong Mong 
Ju meaning that all 
passers-by should get off 
their horses. Besides, the 
Pyochung Monument(two 
monuments to loyalty) and 
a tablet house were erect- 
ed by King Yongjo in 1740 
and King Kojong in 1872. 
They were set up to make

supreme education organ 
in the Koryo Dynasty. Its 
predecessor was the Kuk- 
jagam. established in 992. 
As the first university in 
Korea, it dealt with 6 cour- 
ses related to literature of 
poetry. ethics, science of 
physiognomy, etc. And it 
had a dormitory. 

It covers an area of 2 
hectares with 12 main 
buildings and 6 subsidiary 
buildings. 

The Koryo Museum was 
built here. The quiet sur- 
roundings with the famous 
pagodas and monuments 
offer a relaxing atmos- 
phere. 

In Juche 81(1992), on 
the occasion of the 1,000th 
anniversary of the Koryo 
Songgyungwan, the 
Kaesong Light Industry Col- 
lege was developed into 
the light industry university 
being renamed as the 
Koryo Songgyungwan in a 
sense of inheriting the 
Songgyungwan. 


MAUSOLEUMS OF 
KORYO KINGS 


MAUSOLEUM OF WANGGON, 
FOUNDER KING OF KORYO 


It is situated at the foot of 
Mt. Songak 6 km north of the 
city centre. As the mau- 
soleum of the founder king 
of Koryo which existed for 
475 years from 918 to 1392. it 
is one of the valuable histori- 
cal remains showing a time- 
honoured history and cul- 
ture of the Korean Nation. 

It was rebuilt on January 
31, Juche 83(1994) on the 
occasion of the 1,117th 
birthday of Wanggon. 

Covering an area of 5.5 
hectares, the mausoleum 
includes the mausoleum 
built in three tiers, Wang- 
gon’s portrait, stone statues 
of civil and military officials 
and pictures depicting the 
struggles of the Koryo peo- 
ple. A mausoleum gate and 
house for memorial services 
present the magnificent 
blend of traditional style of 
architecture. 

In front of the gate is the 
Monument to the Auto- 
graph of the Great Leader 
Comrade Kirn Il Sung “Reno- 
vated Mausoleum of Wang- 
gon, the founder King of 
Koryo” engraved in Chinese 
letters. 

The interior is open and a 
park extends in front.

CONCRETE WALL

It is 3-7 m wide at the top 
and 10-19 m at its bottom. 
It is said that some 800,000

tons of cement and some 
200,000 tons of steel, 3.5 
million cubic metres of 
gravels and sand were 
consumed in constructing 
the wall. 


KWANUM TEMPLE 


It is a temple 1.5 km 
along the valley past the 
North Gate of the Tae- 
hungsan Fort over the 
Pakyon Falls. It comprises 
the Kwanum Cave, Tae- 
ung Hall, a dormitory, 
accessory building and 7- 
storey pagoda, 

The Cave was called 
Kwanum after the two 
images of Kwanum(the 
Goddess of Mercy) were

brought in. Later it was 
used as a temple. But a 
temple was built in the 
middie period of Koryo. It is 
the present Taeung Hall 
constructed in unique style 
without using nails. 


PAKYON FALLS 
As one of the three 
famous falls of Korea, 


Pakyon is situated about 
25 km north of the city 
centre. In the upper part of 
the falls 37 m high is the 
Pakyon Pool(8 m in diame- 
tre). Below the falls is the 
Komo Pool. The Pomsa 
Pavilion on the east hill 
awaits the visitors. 

Pakyon. one of the three 
bests of Songdo. is associ- 
ated with the numerous 
legends.

MYOHYANG MOUNTAINS 


REVIEW 


As one of the five cele- 
brated mountains, 
Myohyang ore the superb 
mountains well-known from 
old times. 

They adjoin the North Phy- 
ongan, Jagang and South 
Phyongan Provinces. The 
mountains cover an area of 
375 square kilometres while 
the circumference covers 
128 km. They extend 28 km 
each from east to west and 
from north to south. The 
highest point is a peak 
called Piro 1,909 m in height. 

From ancient times the 
mountains were called Piryu 


or Thaebaek, But the mystic 
shapes and the fragrance 
gave the mountains the 
name Myohyang from the 
11th century. 

They are inhabited with 
1,170 species of plants, 33 
species of animals, 133 
species of birds and 20 
species of fishes. 

The average temperature 
is 8.3 °C with the Jonuary 
temperature of 10.5 °C 
below zero and August tem- 
perature of 23.7 °C. The 
average precipitation is 
1,342 mm.

One of the major 
attractions is the Ryongmun 
Big Cave, an underground 
beauty. 

Access to the mountains 
is by train or by car through 
the 150 km-long Pyongyang- 
Hynagsan Tourist Highway. 
The roadbed is very smooth 
and the route is scenic. It’s 
well worth taking a ride. 


WORLD FIRST METAL TYPES 


The metal types were invented at the early 12th 
century on the baisis of development of a wooden- 


block printing technique. 


The wooden-block printing technique was 
developed before the Koryo Dynasties. 

Koreans succeeded in inventing metal types 
after tenacious and painstaking efforts with the 
hope of printing easier and faster. 

The metal types had been made 200 years 
before Gutenberg, Germany made. 


ATTRACTIONS 


SEAT OF HYANGSAN COUNTY 


It is the county seat at 
the approach to the 
Myohyang Mountains. The 
Chongchon River(217 km) 
and Hyangsan Stream 
meander both sides of the 
county seat. The Hyangsan 
Stream joins the Chong- 
chon River. The seat com- 
prises buildings rich in tradi- 


tional style. It measures 5.2 
km from the seat to the 
Hyangsan Hotel and 
stretches 25 km to the Hui- 
chon City. 


INTERNATIONAL FRIENDSHIP 
EXHIBITION 


It was Opened on August 
28, Juche 67(1978). The 6- 
storey building in traditional 
style is 43.3 m high. It covers 
a total floor space of 2.8 
hectares. 


The building has no win- 
dows, but every wall looks as 
if fitted with windows. It looks 
like a wooden building. 
though no timber was used. 
light. temperature and 
humidity are automatically 
reguiated.

CHONJU ROCK 


It stands on the mid-

Mussels, clams are put upside down and burned

RYONGMUN BIG CAVE 


As the huge lime cave, it 
Is In the Ryongmun Work- 
ers’ District, Kujang County 
known as a coalfield, less 
than 28 km from the seat 
of Hyangsan. After 120 km 
trun through the tourist 
highway past the Kujang 
Bridge on the right, the 
cave appears 12 km north 
of the bridge. The choice Is 
yours to visit the cave 
before or oafter the 
Myohyang Mountains Tour. 

This cave is a tourist, sci- 
entific attraction for the 
size, diversity and singulari- 
ty of the lime rocks. 

The 6 km-long cave 
consists of two main caves 
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Ryongmun Big Cave 


and 30 small caves with 20 
sights. The highest ceiling ts 
40 m high and the maxi- 
mum width 60 m. The 
amazing, multi-farious sta- 
lactites and stone gates 
give the tourists a real 
sense of underground 
beauty. The famous sights 
are the Manmuldong, 
Sokhwadong, Cholbyok- 
dong, Paekhwadong,. 
Kumgangdong. Nogan- 
judong and Posokdong. A 
break in the cave is appre- 
ciated to have a com- 
plete look.

The Thonggun Pavilion 
is about | km north of the 
Uiju Nam Gate on the top 
of the mountain. The 
pleasure ground extends 
around the pavilion. On 
the north the River 
Amnok flows to the west 
and China is viewed over 
the river. The pleaure 
ground includes the 
Thonggun Pavilion, a 
tuckshop, the Monument 
to Chungminnimgong, a 
hexagonal pavilion, 7- 
storey quadrangular 
pagoda and Rakwon 
Pavilion. 


THONGGUN PAVILION 


It was first built in 1117. 
It was used as the com- 
manding post of the 


northern areas of the 
Walled City of Uiju at the 
time of Koryo and Ri 
Dynasties. It has a hip- 
saddle roof with four sec- 
tions each in front(14.41 
m) and side(11.85 m). It is 
associated with the strug- 
gies of the forefathers to 
smash down the foreign 
invaders. 


HEXAGONAL PAVILION AND 
RAKWON PAVILION 


The pavilions are of 
easy access from the 
Thonggun Pavilion. They 
are good viewpoints 
commanding the River 
Amnok. 

The Rakwon Pavilion is 
on the shore of river 
northeast of the Thong- 
gun Pavilion.

Wonsan is the political,

KUMGANG MOUNTAINS 


The Kumgang Moun- 
tains are the clelebrated 
mountins. They measure 
40 km from east to west 
and from south to north 
they extend 60 km. They 
consist of 12,000 peaks 
with the highest peak 
Piro(1 639 m). 

They were formed by 
natural movements 
through one million years. 

The superb mountains 
have queer-shaped cliffs 
and rocks, rock gates, 
waterfalls, valleys and 
pools including 12,000 


peaks. Moreover, various 


kinds of plants and ani- 
mals present enjoyable 
atmosphere for a perfect 
tour. 

Such beauties give 


Kumgang seasonal 
names; the Kumgang 
Mountains (Diamond 
Mountains) in — spring, 
Pongnae Mountains 


(mountains where spirits 
enjoyed to visit) in sum- 
mer, Phungak Mountains 
(mountains with a variety 
of views) in autumn and 
Kaego!l Mountains (moun- 
tains with bone-shaped 
cliffs contrasting of snow) 
in winter. 

The Kumgang Moun- 
tains provide visitors with 
a great number of histori- 


cal relics like temples and 
pagodas. 

Known as the area with 
the heaviest rainfalls, they 
have the annual precipi- 
tation of 1,500 mm. The 
average annual tempera- 
ture is 11°C. January 
records 2.1°C below zero 
while August reaches 
23.6°C. 

The Kumgang Moun- 
tains covered by forests 
and vegetation are an 


ideal reserve of more 
than 2,256 species of 
plants including 100 spe- 
cific plants. 38 species of 
animals, 130 species of 
birds, 9 species of reptiles, 
10 species of amphibians 
and 30 species of fishes. 

All the attractions of 
the mountains are associ- 
ated with the legends, 
which give delightful feel- 
ings to the visitors.

SWINGING 


In the old days Korean 
women enjoyed swing- 


ing. Women play on the 
swing flying high in the air. 

The swinging game is 
referred to different me- 
thods; to touch the bell in 
the air by foot or to mea- 
sure the height reached 
by the swinger with the 
graduated cord fixed to 
the swinging board.

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SUJONG PEAK 


It is a 3.5 km trekking 
route west of the hotel 
from the Kyejol Falls to 
the Jara Rock, Sujong 
Gate, Kangson Rock and 
Sujong Peak. It is best vi- 
sited at dawn to experi- 
ence the magnificent 
sunrise over the East Sea 
of Korea.

deiseases, dental di- 
seases, respiratory system 
disorders, etc. Kyongsong 
is benefited from a sani- 
tarium which offers spa 
baths with high and low 
temperature, sand bath, 
a fitness centre and phy- 
sical treatment room, 


ONPHO SPA 


It is situated 12 km 
northwest of the seat of 
Kyongsong. If is a hydro- 
carbonate-sulfuric acid- 
natrium spa. If is also 
called a silica spa con- 
taining rare amount of 
minerals. The tempera- 
ture is 57°C and 226.51 
mg of minerals contains 
in one litre of the Spa No. 
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1. The spa treats arthritis, 
neuralgia, high blood 
pressure, women’s disea- 
ses, poisoning from gas or 
lead, sequelae of opera- 
tions, duodenal ulcer, 
gastritis, etc. Onpho fea- 
tures an excellent health 
resort with the Onpho 
Rest House. 


FORT OF KYONGSONG SEAT AND 
KYONGSONG NAM GATE 
Tne fort stands in 


Sungam Workers’ District 
one km northeast of the 
county seat. It was first 
built in the Koryo Dynasty 
and rebuilt in the middie 
of Ri Dynasty. As a fort on

the plain, it had four 
gates for all quarters with 
a supply storage, 12 lakes 
and 54 wells. 

The wall measures 
about 810 m from east 
to west and about 290 
m from north to south. 
The height ranges from 
7m to &m, the thickness 
at the bottom 8 m and 
at the top from 3m to 4 
m. 123-m section of the 
wall and the Kyongsong 
Nam Gate were 
restored. 

The Kyongsong Nam 
Gate was built with the 
fort. When the fort was 
enlarged between 1616

and 1672, the Kyongsong 
Nam Gate was also 
rebuilt. It was rennovated 
several times. 

The gate consists of a 
terrace, upper storey 
and arch. The terrace is 
16.5 m long, 11 m wide 
and 7 m high. The arch is 
2.7 m wide, 7.4 m long 
and 3 m high. 


CHILBO MOUNTAINS 


The Chilbo Mountains 
are situated in the central 
coast of North Ham- 


gyong Province. The 
name Chilbo means 
seven treasures are 


buried in the mountains. 
From the third period of 
the Cenozoic Era, one 


million years ago lavas 
poured out from the 
Paektu Volcanic Chains 
became igneous rocks 
like rhyolite basalt. The 
rocks were exposed to 
rain and wind to form 
fantastic shapes. 

The special beauties of 
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Pubu Rock si] 


peaks, valleys and sea 
are all viewed at one 

time in the mountains. 
The geographical, cli- 
matic and soil conditions 
favour a very rich flora.

INNER CHILBO 


The skyscraping cliffs, 
evergreen pine trees, ten- 
der azaleas, maple trees 
offer breathtaking views. 
The trekking route includes 
the Phiano and Kiwajip 
Rocks, Hoesang, Kaesim, 
Sungson, Kumgang and 
Haebang Rocks, big and 
small caves, Kuryong Falls 
and Kumgang Pool.

Rajin-Sonbong is a free 
economic trade zone 
known as a golden trian- 
gle. It is situated between 
the Rajin and Josan Bays, 
northeastern tip of Korea. 
It shares borders with 
China and Russia bound- 
ed by the Tuman River.
